This  communication  is  from  a citizen  of  New  York  Citj-at  the  the 
above  address  for  some  fifteen  years*  Should  it  be  reqtiired  of  me  - I 
would  gladly  give  all  necessary  references  • as  to  my  reliability  - and 
to  assure  you  now  of  my  absolute  truthlUlness  • and  attention  to  detail 
in  regard  to  the  following  - 

Retuzning  as  usual,  from  St*  Vincent's  Hospital  (West  Uth  St*  and  7th  Ave 
NYC)  to  my  home  - as  above  - a short  distance  - and  a regular  route  for 
several  years  - at  3 AM  or  near  that  time  ~ in  the  month  of  February*  At  an 
Intersection  of  five  roads  - which  I have  to  cress  - there  is  a fairly  large 
garage  (comer  of  Perry  Street  and  7th  Ave)  Attached  to  the  garage  is  a 
small  space  (wired  in)  where  three  or  four  cars  sometimes  park.  Bordering 
this  space  are  two  large  apt  houses  - q\iits  close  to  each  other,  but  the 
space  as  abome  mentioned  is  quite  clear*  It  was  a very  cold  night,  and  I 
%ras  hurrying  to  igy  heae,  when  to  my  utter  astonlshjoent  I saw  a cone  shaped 
object  of  **^11  dimensioi^  travelling  at  great  speed,  in  the  space  and 
apparently  heading  directly  into  the  wall  of  one  of  the  apt  houses* 

The  idiole  thing  ems  so  rapid  that  I could  only  stand  and  watch.  There 
was  no  one  on  the  street  at  that  hour  and  ne  traffic  (this  is  the  Oeenwicb 
Village  area).  I could  not  tharefore  refer  to  any  other  person*  At  the 
full  of  the  erne  there  wme  a terrific  round  light  of  blue  idiite  intensity* 

At  the  tail  of  the  cone  was  what  appeared  to  be  fins*  The  ni^t  was  very 
dark,  and  the  area  around  the  garage  received  no  light  Trom  the  dim  street 
li^ts,  so  that  this  cone  was  a soft  grey  agsinst  the  black  background* 

Prom  the  end  of  the  cone  was  a soft  glow*  There  wee  no  sound  whatever. 

The  terrific  light  at  the  full  of  the  cone  should  have  lifted  up  the 
entire  wall  of  the  apt  house  and  general  area,  but  there  was  absolutely 
no  refle^dm  frw  it  on  anything. 

This  apparition  suddenly  disappeared  without  sound  and  at  the  monent 
when  it  should  have  crashed  into  the  wall.  The  light  did  not  Just  go  out, 
as  thou^  turned  off  by  an  electric  switch,  brirt  there  was  instantaneous 
blackness  and  - nothing} 

Not  wishing  to  expose  myself  to  ridicule  I said  very  little  about  it, 
except  ot  a few  close  friends.  Even  as  I write  you  now  my  stateaients  eeea 
open  to  question,  but  I feel  I should  do  so*  I have  a detailed  sketch  of 
this  apparition  should  you  wish  to  have  it,  and  will  notify  me*  I am  per>» 
sonally  afraid  of  things  of  this  kind  and  know  absolutely  nothing  about 
technical  or  scientific  matters*  This  was  not,  therefore,  anything  that  I 
might  have  seen  in  some  book  dealing  with  these  subjects.  I am  two  years  late 
in  sending  this  Information,  and  am  spurred  on  now  to  do  so,  having  seen 
a further  peculiarity  in  the  sl^,  but  this  last  could  have  a reasonable 
explanation,  though  the  other  does  not,  as  I feel  about  it.
